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FOREWORD 


This Indian Standard (Second Revision) was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards on recommendation of 
the Lubricants and their related products Sectional Committee and approval of the Petroleum, Coal and Related 
Products Division Council. 


General purpose machinery and spindle oils cover are specifically used various types of non-critical (total loss) 
applications where the low viscosity oil is required and retention is for a small period of time. For more critical 
applications and high speed machinery anti-rust protection coupled with oxidation/thermal stability IS 11696 : 
1986 may be followed. 

This standard was originally published in 1954 as IS 493 ‘Specification for general purpose machinery and spindle 
oils’. The Committee decided to bifurcate the standard into two parts based on their viscosity and was first revised 
in 1981. In the first revision requirements for viscosity, pour point, flash point, acidity and saponification value 
was modified. Further, these grades have been designated according to their viscosity at 40°C as per ISO viscosity 
classification (see IS 9466 : 1980 ‘Viscosity classification for industrial liquid lubricants’). 


This Indian Standard is published in two parts. 
Part 1 Machinery Oils’. 
In this revision the standard is updated including clause for references and Amendment No. 1. 
The composition of the technical Committee responsible for the formulation of this standard is given in Annex A. 


For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with the final value, 
observed or calculated expressing the result of a test or analysis shall be rounded off in accordance with IS 2 : 1960 
“Rules for rounding off numerical values (revised ).” The number of significant places retained in the rounded off 
value should be the same as that of the specified value in this standard.

1 SCOPE 


1.1 This standard (Part 2) prescribes the requirements 
and the methods of sampling and test for general 
purpose machinery oils for various types of non- 
critical (total loss) applications. It does not cover oil 
compounded with fixed oils or soaps. 


1.2 This standard is not intended to cover oils containing 
additives but such oils are not precluded.

3 GRADE 


The oils shall conform to one of the 4 viscosity grades 
as distinguished by the prescribed viscosity limits 
given in Table 1. 


4 REQUIREMENTS 


4.1 General 


The material shall be made from refined mineral oils. It 
shall be bright, clear end free from water, dirt and other 
suspended impurities. 


4.2 The oils shall also comply with the requirement 
given in Table 1. 


5 PACKING AND MARKING 


5.1 Packing 


The material shall be securely closed and packed in 
containers of metal or any suitable material as agreed 
to between the purchaser and the supplier.

a) Name and type of material; 
b) Manufacturer’s name, initials or trade-mark, if 
any; 
c) Net mass of material; and 


d) Identification in code or otherwise to enable the 
lot of consignment or manufacture to be traced 
back from records. 


5.2.2 BIS Certification Marking 


The container conforming to the requirements of 
this standard may be certified as per the conformity 
assessment schemes under the provisions of the Bureau 


of Indian Standards Act, 2016 and the Rules and 
Regulations framed thereunder, and the container may 
be marked with the standard mark. 


6 SAMPLING 


6.1 Representative samples of the material shall be 
drawn as prescribed in IS 1447 (Part 3). 

6.2 Number of Tests 

All characteristics given in the specification shall be 
tested on the composite sample. 

6.3 Criteria for Conformity 


The lot shall be declared as conforming to this 
specification, if all the test results on the composite 
sample satisfy the requirements of this specification.
